Mike's speculation re: lasers isn't so far-fetched at all. The latest PC 
magazine 

(dated Nov. 11, 2003) features an ad for "VersaLaser" (tm) by Universal Laser 
Systems. Inc. (www. VersaLaser.com), along with an interesting commentary 
("Extreme Tech" by Bill Machrone, pg. 61). 


Essentially, the device consists of a 25-watt laser which illuminates a 
bunch of optics 

mounted on an X-Y carriage and installed in a box, presumably a 
WELL-interlocked 

box<g>. You connect the device to your PC's USB port and the VersaLaser 
emulates a printer. Not only will the machine engrave, it will cut many 
materials and 

according to Machrone, it'll even etch custom logos on chocolate bars. 


Visions of using the machine to ablate an etch-resistant coating on copperclad 
danced through my head, along with making engraved panels for homebrew 
projects. 


The downside (for me) of the machine is its price-- approximately $10,000 
according to Machrone's column. OTOH, it's not uncommon for early adopters 
to buy such an expensive machine and rent time to users, presumably paying 
for the machine along the way.

I walk the local QRM, two young ladies from next door, to and from 
their school bus stop. The father of another "munchkin" who also comes to 
that stop, is on the staff of a well-known California Member of the House of 
Representatives. So I asked him whether a letter or an e-mail was more 
effective as a means to influence one's elected representatives. 

For him, it was apparently a "no-brainer", as he immediately responded 
that a letter was more effective. He did say that an e-mail would be read, 
but reiterated that a letter is the better choice. 

As far as the timing of such letters, I tend to agree with the ARRL 
that a letter-writing campaign on BPL is premature. All that's happened so 
far is that the FCC has issued a Notice of Inquiry (NOI) and comments and 
reply comments from all interested parties have been submitted. So, in 
response to any congressional inquiry, all the FCC has to say is that they 
are currently evaluating the pros and cons. Should BPL progress to the 
stage where the Commission issues a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM), 
that's when I'll write to my representatives. Issuing an NPRM would be 
proof that the FCC has decided that objections to BPL are not well-founded. 

As far as whether the ARRL is legally able to lobby on behalf of its 
members and amateur radio, I leave it to someone more knowledgeable than I 
to comment. I do recall that Wayne Green used to claim that, because of the 
ARRL's status vis-a-vis taxes, the League couldn't lobby.

FLUKE certainly knows how to make robust digital meters. 
You tend to pay $ for their expertise. 


Most meters have a price commensurate with their 
accuracy (even FLUKE). Accuracy has a great deal to do 
with the front-end scaling resistors. The active chips inside 
that convert voltage to a digital readout are almost 
universally very good. 

For example, a really cheap meter I opened up used 
a version of ICL7106 DVM chip. This is a really excellent 
chip with superb inherent precision. More recent chips 
are likely even better. 


The miser in me suggests that buying any cheap meter, 
and calibrating it (on each scale) against an accurate 
standard can save you $. When you really need 
the accuracy, you can look up your calibration data to 
correct the results. 

However, FLUKE meters are well engineered to take more 
abuse than the cheapies, and their ergonomic design 
is at least as good as any. (Am only a satisfied customer 
of FLUKE, not a shareholder).

No, to all three I think. Part 95 (as noted by others). It's not that 
well contained, either -- well, if everyone using CBs wwere operating 
completely within Part 95, maybe it would be OK, but many are not. And I 
don't think hoping BPL will not interfere is going to cut it. CB is 
easily avoided because it's limited to a narrow band of frequencies, none 
of which are within or harmonically related to ham bands. BPL is 
wideband, using bloody well everything from 2 to 80 MHz. The AM/FM 
broadcast radio in your car will probably still be usable. 


Now, if you're happy to limit your operating to frequencies below 2 and 
above 80 MHz, maybe you'll be OK - but I hear DX band openings usable by 
QRP ops on 2M and higher frequencies are pretty rare, and in my case an 
antenna for 160 is pretty much out of the question.

A better solution Lloyd, is to use a DPDT relay that switches both sides of 
the feedline to ground unless actuated-or one that latches. So that unless 
you're sitting there operating, it is grounded. You'd want to use a second 
relay to actuate an LED or other light to indicate the ANT is, or is not, 
connected to the rig. You could simply have it (the relay) powered by 
whatever power strip/etc. you use to turn the station ON or OFF. 


This would work perfectly unless you frequently leave your operating desk 
with your station ON. In that case you might want to use a long-term-timer 
that gets reset every time you key your TX or something like that. You can 
take the setup I used in a forthcoming article in QQ to latch it ON and OFF 
and instead of two antennas, use one side as ground. Keep in mind that SOME 
relays will not do well with continuous ON for periods of hours, anda 
simple latching setup will do what you want with little or no power usage.

Some hints for parallel line lightning protection: 

1.) Buy/Build a gap-type, BEFORE it enters the structure; see 
the Handbook for suggestions. Also use >500k 2W resistors from 
each leg to ground to discharge lesser charges than a "hit". 
2.) Use only straight runs of heavy copper to ground. Lightning 
won't follow bends/angles. 

3.) A hefty knife switch to ground (outside) is a good idea. 
Remembering to use it consistently is the biggest problem. 


A switch or relay of any kind is an insignificant impediment to 
lightning. A hit will destroy everything, so plan on replacing 
everything. Good thing it's rare, huh?
